Examination of the wrecked 
hull after it had been brought to the 
surface and placed in dry dock con- 
vineed the board that the disaster was 
caused by a leak resulting from a cor- 
roded battery lining and the failure of 
the boat through poor diving qualities 
respond perfectly to: the rudder 
change which should have returned.her 
to the surface.

“The appreciable length of time re- 
quired for air to build up in ballast 
tanks for the expulsion of sufficient 
quantities of waxer resulted in vessel 
reaching crushing depths. 

“Seams of the vessel began to open 
and probably through open torpedo 
tubes and seams water entered the 
vessel. A condition of positive buoy- 
ance was never attained. 

“There followed actual disaster. 

“Vessel began filling with water. 

“Personnel abandoned stations and 
many sought refuge the engine 
reom, closing door. 

“[inder great pressure engine room 
bulkhead failed suddenly, leaving ves- 
sel on bottom, compietely flooded.” 

When Accident Occurred, 

its examination of the valves 
of the automatic device which was set 
to expel water from the vessel's bal- 
last tanks at a depth of 100 feet, as 
required by departmental regulations, 
the board found that the accident 
which started the F-4 on her down- 
ward plunge had occurred before the 
100-foot mark was reached. The most 
effective procedure for sending the 
boat to the surface was promptly car- 
ried out, diving rudders were set to 
send her upward, valves opened to 
empty the forward ballast tanks and 
the electric motors started to drive her 
upward, all without ayail. It was then 
someé members of the crew rushed into 
the engine room compartment and the 
door of the bulkhead was glosed. Fif- 
teen bodies were found there, and from 
this fact and the position of valves 
and rudders, the board concluded that: 
‘“Some member or members of the 
personnel were alive and capable of 
action for at least a short time after 
ane occurrence which led to the dis- 
aster.

Washington, October 27.—America’s 
long-considered protest against British 
interference with commerce between 
the United States and Europe has been 
dispatched to London by special mes- 
senger and will be presented by Am- 
bassador Page at the British forefgn 
office next week. 

It became known today that the note, 
is about 10,000 words long and 
covers exhaustively the argument of 
the American government on all phases 
of the Iintereference with neutral trade, 
by the president last 
started on its way to 
London Sunday.

A survey of the renting situation 
along Peachtree atreet from the Can- 
diler building to the viaduct, made Wed- 
nesday, indicates prosperity and activ- 
ity in the renting situation, despite the 
cries of “war times.” 

It is a well-known fact that one 
vear ago, shortly after the outbreak 
of the European war, a number of im- 
portant stores on Peachtree street be- 
came vacant. Some of the tenants 
could not maintain the rents and moved 
to cheaper locations, and others went 
out of business. 

A survey of the retail districts on the 
south side of the city was not made, 
because it is generally conceded that 
stores in retail districts nearly always 
remain rented, although the lease of 
the Eiseman building in this district 
to C. W. McClure, and subsequent sub- 
leasing of a part of this building to 
Woolworth, estands out prominently 
among the leases of recent date. 


26 STORES 
RENTED. 


The survey of Peachtree shows that 
there have been twenty-four ‘business 
concerns to make leases along this sec- 
tien of Beachtree since the period of 
depression one year ago. These twen- 
ty-four leases represent the renting of 
twenty-six stores. There are only four 
vacancies along this entire stretch of 
the most important thoroughfare of the 
north side :-of the city. 

The bargain rents that could be ob- 
tained year ago are a thing of the 
| past now. Those who have leases run- 
ning for long terms are fortunate, for 
those whose leases expire on January 
1 may expect to pay a higher rent. 

There have been many other impor- 
tant leases in all sections of the city, 
but the survey of Peachtree street was 
made purposely to show that business 
activity on the north side is materially 
better than one year ag

Petrograd, Cctober 27-—-The offictal 
communication issued by the war office 
tonight reads:

Switzerland, October 27.— 
(Via Paris.)—~Advices from Brescia state 
that the Italians on October 25 inter- 
rupted their bombardment at Gorizia to 
permit of the launching of a formida- 
ble infantry attack. They captured 
strong positions, but the Austrians’ ar- 
tillery proving effective against them, 
the Italians resumed the bombardment 
from the south of Tolmino to St. An- 
drea. 

The situation of the Austrians at Go- 
rizia is considered critical, dispatches 
indicate, as the Austrian artillery is 
outranged and the Italians are now at- 
tacking the Austrian inner lines.

Washington, October 27.—Legislation 
to aid American merchants to take ad- 
vantage of trade opportunities growing 
out of the European war and to protect 
home industry against ruinous for- 
eign competition upon the restora- 
tion of peace, was considered today by 
President Wilson. Im conference with 
Secretary Redfield, of the department 
of commerce, and Chairman Davies, of 
the federal trade commission, the presi- 
dent favorably received suggestions as 
to legislation that would put limits 
upon foreign competition and enable 
exporters to co-operate in the estab- 
lishment of foreign sales agencies. 

As a result of the conference the 
commerce secretary will recommend to 


fcongress the enactment of a law mak- 


ine selling by foreign firms at less than 
the of production here “unfair 
competition,” punishable under the 
anti-trust laws. 
dation will be made by the federal 
trade commission in its annual report 
to congress, which also is expected to 
propose an amendment to the Clayton 
anti-trust law to legalize combina- 
tions for the operation of co-operative 
selling agencies abroad.

The federal trade commission has 
held hearings throughout the country 
to develop information as to the need 
for co-operative selling agencies, and 
while no report has yet been made it 
is understood that the cammission is 
practically unanimous in favoring an 
amendment to permit their establish- 
ment. 

In considering proposals for legisla- 
tion to prevent foreign countries flood- 
ing the American market with products 
at prices below the cost of production 
at the close of the European war, com- 
merce officials have rejected plans 
calling for tariff law amendments. Dr. 
u. E. Pratt, chief of the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce, who 
has been in charge of the investigation 
of this subject, said today: 

“The question of the tariff has been 
raised in connection with the build- 
ing up of new industries. The tariff 
question can be left out of the discus- 
sion. We are not likely to reach any 
conclusion in such a discussion.” 

Secretary Redfield made it apparent 
that he believed the “anti-dumping” 
problem could best be met through 
changes in the Clayton anti-trust act.

the Episcopal board delegates will at- 
itend the congress with “no purpose, 
}authority or power of committing the 
‘board to co-operation.” 

The meeting of the board adjourned 
'today without taking any action upon 
| the resignations tendered by five prom- 
linent members yesterday when the

‘to the people will be neither critical nor 
antagonistic, but inspired by the teach- 
‘ings and examples of Jesus Christ. 

That all communions and organiza- 
tions which accept Jesus Christ as Di- 
vine Savior and Lord, and the Holy 
Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ment, and whose purpose is to make the 
will of Christ prevail in Latin-America 
are cordially invited. 

A resolution was adopted by the mis-

The pathetic part of it is that Atlanta’s 
institutions, which have long been the main-* 
stay of the community, are pretty nearly 
all getting on the downgrade, back-track, 
and the only way to get anything for them, 
even to the extent of keeping them parsi- 
moniously supported, is to go in and fight 
for it and fight hard. 

This is a municipal mistake. It should 
be the pride, as it is the duty, of the city 
first and foremost, to main- 
tain city institutions at a point where they 
can render the service that is expected of 
them. 

We do not know just where the trouble 


government, 


is, but we do know something is wrong, 
and it should be found and 
remedied. Atlanta has an income of some- 
thing like $5,000,000 every year for main- 
tenance, besides which the county gives it 
from half to three-quarters of a million in 
labor and materials for streets and sewers: 
There isn't another city in Georgia, perhaps 
not in the south, that enjoys the county 
service and assistance which Atlanta gets 
from Fulton. 

With the advantages it enjoys Atlanta 
certainly ought to be amply able to take 
care of her important institutions 


somewhere, 


in a 


manner becoming to a city of her dignity. | 


What becomes of the money? - 
does it go? Are we paying out too much 
of it in salaries? Are the. city’s payrolls 
. overloaded to take care of political work- 
ers? There is something wrong, somewhere, 
and it is the duty of council to get busy 


Where 
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a luxury. It is an imperative necessity. 
But while the demands upon it have dou- 
bled, as the city has grown, council has 
done practically nothing to take care of the 
increase. 7 

Atlanta needs an awakening, a stirring 
up from center to circumference, at least 
along lines of municipal effort and progress, 
If her institutions are to be allowed to con- 
tinue to deteriorate as some of them are 
now doing, the city itself will suffer seri- 
ously from it both at home and abroad. 


INFERIOR GASOLINE. 


Just at a time when the price of gasoline 


a gallon, we are confronted with. the fact 
that inferior grades of it are being supplied 
the consumer throughout the state, often 
under the brand of the higher quality. 

Gasoline of 60, 64 and 66 specific gravity 
are radically different substances, so much 
so that only the past summer at certain 
Atlanta stations there was an advertised 
difference of 3 to 4 cents per gallon in price 
between the 60 and the 64 specific gravity 
quality. Frequently when 60 gravity gasoline 
was quoted at 10 cents, the price of the 
64 gravity was 13 cents.. This gives some 
idea of the difference in quality and, like- 
wise, the difference in service rendered by 
the two grades. 

So important is the grade of gasoline 
supplied, considered, that the legislature pro- 
vided for its inspection with the require- 
ment, under penalty of punishment as for 
a misdemeanor, that the actual grade be 
stated by sign posted upon containing tanks 
at supply stations; and the duty of inspec- 
tion as well as the enforcement of the law 
as to branding was assigned to the state de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Now complaint reaches the department 
that gasoline of the lower specific gravity 
is being sold at many stations throughout 
the state—not in Atlanta alone, but from 
one end of the state to the other—under 
the brand of the better quality or the higher 
gravity. This is nothing more nor less than 
a swindle, pure and simple. The*insult of 
deception is thus aided to the injury of 
extortion. 

W hen under duress 
purveyors 
put 


the retail dealers, 
from the monopolistic this 
commodity were compelled the 
price some 70 per cent above that charged 
in the cities of the middle west, The Con- 
stitution defended them against any respon- 
sibility, because we realized that was a thing 
with which they had nothing to do. It was 
clearly the work of the big producing com- 
panies, and they should be held to account 
for it. 

But the dealer himself cannot escape, re- 
sponsibility for deceiving the public as to 
the grade of gasoline he is handling. This 
is a matter that is very easy of determina- 
tion, and the public is entitled to protection 
against those dealers who sell a 60 specific 
gravity gasoline under the pretense that it 
is 64. 

According to reports reaching the de- 
partment of agriculture, violations of the 
law have been widespread and numerous. 
It is stated that 95 per cent of the samples 
received by the department from _ filling 
stations in all parts of the state have fallen 
below the advertised specifications. In other 
words, people all over the state have been 
paying the price for an article which they 
did not get. 

The department must make good on its 
promise of rigid investigation and prosecu- 
tions for violations found, for if this rank 
deception is continued the department itself 
will be directly responsible.

STAMPING OUT ILLITERACY. 


We reproduce elsewhere on this page an 
article by M. C. Gay, in School and Home, on 
the great and growing interest in the work 
of stamping out illiteracy in the state, espe- 
cially with reference to adult illiteracy. 

The article tells of what has been accom- 
plished by “the first real school for illiterate 
grown-ups” at Clarkesville, Ga., the general 
plan of the work undertaken, and the prog- 
ress that has been made in a short time by 
adults who could not read their way through 
a primer when they entered the school, so 
that the work now has passed from the 
experiment stage to that of an assured suc-

to up 


cess. 

The interest in the school became so 
general that business men entered heart 
and soul in the work, the cashier of a bank 
devoting an hour each day to lessons in 
business methods: “Men were taught how 
to write checks and keep simple accounts” 
—health talks were given, and lectures on 
agriculture, so that the program was made 
attractive in every feature. Then, to wind 
up the school week in hearty, homelike 
fashion, they had a Sunday old-time singing, 
people from five counties taking part. 

Schools conducted on the broad, attract- 
ive lines of this Clarkesville school are sure 
of good results. There’s nothing like mak- 
ing the people feel “at home”’—getting them 
to understand that it is a hearty, home- 
work for their benefit through an earnest, 
county-wide, state-wide effort to help them. 

And that effort, with all its earnestness, 
is not more sincere than the desire of the 
illiterate to learn, evidence of which has 
been given from time to time in The Con- 
stitution, before and since the campaign to 
blot out illiteracy was started. 

Tift county is setting a fine examp:is for 
other counties—for Tift is working up to the 
pledge that within a year’s time there will 
not be an illiterate adult within its borders, 
and other counties are falling in line for the 
accomplishment of the same high purpose.

GRANDSTAND REFORM 


(From The Arkansas Gazette.) 

“For one, .I am tired of the revolutionists 
who call themselves reformers,” gaid Bishop 
Warren A. Candler, of Atlanta, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, in an ad- 
dress recently. “Lam weary of the men who 
would pull down our systems of government 
in order to correct evils which lie beyond 
the utmost power of tne wisest legislators 
and the most skilfully framed legislation. I 
cannot follow men who know no other way 
to get the rats out of the barn except to 
burn it down. What we need is not more 
prebing, but more piety, not revolution, but 
religion. It is not big business, but bad 
business that we should fear, and we will 
have bad business by individuals and cor- 
porations, despite congresses and courts until 
the nation is Christian in fact as well as in 
name.”’ 

Here is a healthy view of responsibilit 
taken by the eminent divine and one which 
should give thought for careful study. How 
very, very different it sounds from the mut- 
terings of the small minded who think that 
in the phrase, “let the government do it,” 
there is a magic cure-all for evil as applied 
to regulation and conduct of business. Here 
is an acceptance of thé condition that there 
is no wizardry in the law which will compel 
the execution of a thing, when intelligence 
has pointed the way for its evasion. 

The world is filled with those reformers 
who can rid the barn of rats only by ridding 
the owner of the. barn. And they accept 
the flame of its destruction as a bonfire to 
their own glory. 


(Foreword in Annual Report of President 
John H. Peyton of the N. C. & St. L. R. R.) 

“The public has in some degree, perhaps, 
arrived at a better understanding of rail- 
roads and their relation to the eommon wel- 
fare. Many inequities, however, still exist, 
and others will doubtless be offered. In 
order not only to protect their investments 
from depreciation, but to encourage senti- 
ment to demand a fairer measure of justice 
for the railroads, the holders of railroad se- 
curities should be keenly alive to the adverse 
conditions and influences that continually 
hamper railroad management and retard even 
a normal development. 

“The railroads of America offer an incom- 
parable service and pay the highest wages 
out of the lowest rates in the world, yet the 
trend in wages and prices of materials is ever 
upwards, and the demand for a better and 
cheaper service ever insistent. 

“It should be realized that the public wel- 
fare ig measured in direct proportion to the 
prosperity or adversity of the railroads. They 
are enormous distributers of the wealth of 
the country and their growth and progress 
creates material advancement and betokens 

rosperity for the communities they serve. 
They are necessary and desirable and their 
ownership rests in the hands of several mil- 
lions of Bond and stockholders who are en- 
titled to and often are independent for a live- 
lihood upon the income derived from such 
investments. An intelligent and impartial 
hearing should be accorded all matters affect- 
ing the welfare of the railroads. In facing 
the intricate problems of railroad manage- 
ment and operation, every consideration 
should be given the opinion of those who, by 
long experience and special trgining, are cap- 
able of satisfactorily solving these problems.” 


A Better Understanding . 


POLITICIANS NOT ALL THEY SHOULD BE, — 
BUT THEY ARE NOT ENTIRELY TO BLAME, 
SAYS SECRETARY OF SENATE M’CLATCHEY 


A man who has been in Georgia politics 
for twenty years spoke before a young peo- 
ple’s church society last Sunday and told 
a number of things, he has learned that are 
good for the man who sits idly by and growle 
about politics to think about. 

For many years D. F. McClatchey has 
been reading clerk of the Georgia house of 
representatives, and left that position only 
this year to become secretary of the pres- 
ent Georgia senate. In the course of his 
years in these public gervices he has been 
a thorough observer of politics and is in 
position to speak as one having authority. 

: Mr. McClatchey, in his address before the 
Young People’s society of the Druid Hills 
Presbyterian church, makes no bones about 
admitting that politics in Georgia—that is 
the administration of the various branches of 
city, county and state government—is not 
what it should be, but he does not lay blame 


for this altogether upon men in office. 


Where the Blame Lies. 

Who is to blame” 

You. 
That is the way Mr. McClatchey diagnoses 
case, 
If you and I took a more active interest 
in polities, in helping to select the right 
man for the office and in holding up his 
hands after he is in office—or, maybe, run- 
ning ourselves for office instead of standing 
aloof because we believe that politics is 
‘dirty,” thinks Mr. McClatchey, politics would 
no longer be “dirty.” 

ao Mr. McClatchey took for his subject “Pol- 
itics for God,” and likely he was not far 
wrong when he said, “I can almost see many 
of you smile at the thought of the association 
of present-day politics with things that are 
Godly and Godlike. But,” he continued, “from 
this very view and this very attitude of the 
people toward politics spring, in a large 
measure the greatest evils that beset our sys- 
tem of government and that makethe asso- 
ciation apparently impossible.” 

Mr. McClatchey explained that he meant 
by politics “the handling and managing of 
our afiairs of state.” He then outlined the 
growth of the present-day system of gov- 
ernment from the days of man’s primeval 
State when the strongest man ruled his 
neighbor. 

The Evils and the Remedies. 

The evils and the remedies for the evils 
of the politics of today, Mr. MecClatchey out- 
lined as follows: 

“First, as this is a government by the 
people it is the indifference of you who are 
called upon to select the men who are to 
manage and control the government and 
who are to shape 
its future destinies who are, in a large 
measure, responsible for the type of men who 
control it. Under the generally accepted 
idea that politics is corrupt and that politi- 
cians are unclean, many of you avoid active 
contact with the affairs of your city, your 
county or your state, and to this extent you 
are coneenene by your neglect if evil is the 
result. 

“Second, prompted by this same motive, 
numbers of the best men of our community 
decline to permit the use of their names for 
political office, and decline to allow them- 
selves to be drawn into the contest. If all 
good people of the community felt this way, 
then the government would be left entirely 
to the bad, vicious and corrupt element, so 
in this reluctance, not only to participate in 


the 


its policies and work out ¢ 


the government, but to actually strive to con- 
trol if, you are failing to measure up to one 
of the highest duties and greatest opportu- 
nities that is afforded to any member of 
society. 

Bad Men in Office. 


“Third, to the two foregoing evils is at- 
tributable the possibility of bad men holding 
office, for if ever an improper or an unworthy 
candidate is elected, it is not the fault of 
the candidate, but it is the strong and bet- 
ter element of society who have failed to 
discharge their duty and have permitted the 
evil to exist. 

“Fourth, let me your attention to a 
fact that is doing more to undermine the 
moral strength of the men you have elected 
and to deter them from the accomplishment 
of their higher and better ideals. than all. 
Other evils combined. No sooner has an 
elected officer taken the oath of office than 
those who oppose him begin to find fault, to 
criticise and to view with suspicion his every 
act. While you may not join with them in 
this, yet you aid them by your failure toe 
co-operate with and uphold the hands of the 
man who is carrying the responsibility and 
trying in full measure to discharge his duty. 
Anybody, not a wise man, but a fool, can crit- 
icise the man who is carrying the responsi- 
bility and can aid in tearing down the struc- 
ture he is building. Therefore, little credit 
is due to the member of society who thus 
fails in his duty. 

“Fifth, from this failure of co-operation 
springs the last and greatest evil. We have 
often heard that human life was cheap, and 
this fs true. Yet more priceless than hu- 
man life and far cheaper is human character. 
No human creatures but ourselves can know 
the struggles, the sacrifices and the sufferings 
that have been necessary in building a char- 
acter, yet, the vile and malicious tongue 
of slander can destroy it in a moment. Slander 
is the vilest of all the vices, for it is the ex- 
ecuting vice that springs from and lives 
upon selfishness, envy, avarice and pride. 
It is the instrument of all these horrible 
traits of human nature that is used to de- 
stroy virtue and, in politics, more than in 
any other walk of life, we find the slanderer 
always active, always ‘on the job.’ 

Why Good Men Shrink. 


“It is this that makes the good men 
shrink from contact with political life. [t 
is this that makes the good man shrink from 
allowing his name to be used for public of- 
fice. t is this that often. destroys good 
men and good women and allows the evil to 
prevail, and it is this, above all other things 
that weakens and destroys the purity of pol- 
itics and political life and robs it of its 
highest, purest and noblest ideals. 

“The prevalence of slander and the indif- 
ference of the people to it cannot be denied, 
and this very fact is the highest tribute 
to the men who are actually in control of 
our public affairs, for, if their character is 
weak, if their record is corrupt, the search- 
light of public opinion will find the defect 
and the slanderer will proclaim it to the 
world Little men and weak men cannot 
stand against the tongue of slander, but 
to resolutely ignore and disregard it, and 
with a fixed and definite purpose, set about 
the discharge of the duties of an office with 
a conscientious purpose to achieve that which 
is best for the interest of our people requires 
a man gf the highest ideals, the noblest spirit 
and a master-soul that ever looks up to God. 

“Therefore, to correct the evils of this 
day to destroy the impression that now pre- 
vail that politics and politicians are all cor- 
rupt and to establish the high ideals that 
will measure up to the standard of our text, 
demands that the best people that we have 
must put their shoulders to the wheel and 
do the full measure of their duties by society 
and the state, and thus will they uplift them- 
selves, and in uplifting themselves, uplift 
mankind and magnify the Master.”

Though Henry W. Grady has been dead 
many years, his influence still lives in the 
awakening of the consciousness of the peo- 
ple of the south to the tremendous possibili- 
ties of material development that awaited the 
intelligent.direction of their energies in the 
exploitation of natural resources of unpar- 
alleled richness. In his’ writings and 
speeches, burning with eloquence of thought 
and expression, he gave to the south a new 
vision, so to speak, of its coming greatness 
when its people should grasp the fulness 
of his message and energetically address 
themselves to the task of bringing about its 
realization. 

Amidst the desolation wrought by the 
blight of a four years’ war from which his 
beloved southland was but slowly emerg- 
ing, his thoughts turned to the tillers of the 
soil and not infrequently his words were di- 
rected in an effort to uplift them from the 
rut of déspondency that oppressed them un- 
der a system of agriculture that brought to 
them but a bare existence from unending 
years of hard toil. 

Forecasting what was to be and is now 
coming to be measureably realized, he prophe- 
sied: 

“When every farmer in the south shall 
eat bread from his own fields and meat from 
his own pastures and disturbed by no 
creditor, and enslaved by no debt, 
amid his teeming gardens, and orchards and 
vineyards, and dairies, and barnyards, pitch- 
ing his crops in his own wisdom and grow- 
ing them ‘in independence, making cotton his 
clean surplus, and selling it in his own 
time, and in his chosen market, and not at a 
master’s bidding—getting his pay in cash 
and not in a receipted mortgage that dis- 
charges his debt, but does not restore his 
freedom—then shall be breaking the fullness 
of our day.” * 

This vision of the “New South” has been 
steadily growing upon the southern people 
and, in awakened responsibility, they are ad- 
dressing themselves to the task of making 
it a reality with courage and determination 
that is effecting marvels in the way of 
achievement. The south is working out 
from under its burdens of the past and is

A School for Grown-Ups 
In the Hills of Habersham 


(M. C. Gay, Clarkesville, Ga., in School and 
Home.) 

There seems to be no end to the discussion 
of illiteracy in the south, particularly as it 
is found in the mountain sections. The most 
successful attempt to blot out adult illit- 
eracy has doubtless been made by Mrs. Cora 
Wilson Stewart, of Kentucky. She has got- 
ten at the proposition through what are 
termed the “moonlight schools.” One or two 
of the county superintendents in Georgia 
have worked on this proposition on a small 
scale, and have had success in the undertak- 
ing. 

it remained for the Ninth district A. & 
M. school, located at Clarkesville, Ga., to 
try the first real school for illiterate grown- 
ups; that is, the term was run somewhat on 
the same plan as the regular school term. 
The plan was to begin this school August 9, 
but because of the fact that the Habersham 
county superior court convened at that time 
and remained in session for two weeks, the 
term was postponed until August on 
account of the fact that the farmers had lost 
s0 much time in attendance at court, the 
school was not so largely attended as it 
would have been if it had come at the reg- 
ular time. However, there were thirty-one 
students in attendance, from three counties 
All of these were grown men and women, 
most of them parents. The plan of the work 
undertaken may be of interest. As a matter 
of course, reading and writing were given 
first place. The writing was taught by 
Miss Cora Lambert (now Mrs. Charles P 
Brightwell), a graduate of Lucy Cobb insti- 
tute and of the Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college, at Miliedgeville. It would have 
been difficult to have found a better teacher 
for this work than Miss Cora. 

The reading was taught by M. C. Gay, who 
used as a text-book Mrs. Cora Wilson Stew 
art’s County Life readers which came from 
the press only about three days before the 
term began at Clarkesville. As evidence of 
the progress made in this line, it may be well 
to know that by the end of the term 60 
pages of this book had been thoroughly mas- 
tered by those who could not read when they 
entered the school. When they left the 
school the principal asked them to write him 
when they had completed the first book, and 
promised that if they would do this he would 
secure book two for them. It is remarkable 
that within less than a month, most of them 
men, had completed the first book, and were 
asking for the second. However, they are 
having to wait for this book, on account of 
the fact that Mrs. Stewart has not quite 
completed manuscript for book two. 

Among other things, some very practica! 
work was done in agriculture. In this the 
school was aided very materially by the co- 
operation of the Georgia State college, which 
institution furnished Messrs. J. G. Woodruff 
and J. F. Hart, Jr., free of charge. No bet- 
ter men could have been selected for this 
work. In addition to these Professor Db. lL. 
Earnest, of the State Normal School at Ath- 
ens, gave some interesting talks on some of 
the fundamental principles of keeping well. 
He also gave illustrated lectures at night, to 
which the general public was invited. These 
lectures were very largely attended. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the work done was that of Mr. J. A. Erwin, 
cashier of the Habersham bank, at Clarkes- 
ville. 

He came out for an hour each

counts. Some elementary number work was 
undertaken and done with remarkable sue- 
cess. It was quite interesting fo watch some 
of these men as they would take small ob- 
jects like roeks and count to get the figures 
to work out right. Being from the farm, 
they would rise early and go to work at 
something, and the entire day was spent 
earnestly working ut tne various tasks as- 
signed them. Because of the fact that the 
term was postponed as indicated before, it 
was getting near fodder pulling time when it 
began, so the school lasted just six days: 
but the men, coming from the farm were 
used to long hours, so full time was put in 
and the progress was indeed remarkable. 

On Sunday was held a singing in the Old 
Christian Harmony. Early in the day the 
folks began to come in, some comin up 
through the valiey of Hall, others from White, 
Rabun, Stephens and Banks counties. It 
was a great gathering. The singing was 
great! it may be well to mention that we 
had a large basket dinner and it wae aiso 
appreciated. At 11 o'clock Rev. C. L. Bags 
delivered a masterful sermon to an immense 
crowd. This day was one of good felluw- 
ship, and it was a real pleasure to watch the 
people as they nicted and mingied and talked 
of old times and present day conditions. 

So successful was this term for grown- 
ups that it will he undertaken next year, It 
is no longer an experiment. With earnest 
work, its success is assured.

Hoke Smith in Address to 
Chamber of Commerce. 


At the first monthly membership 
meeting of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, held in Commerce hall yes- 
terday at noon, United States Senator 
Hoke Smith was the principal speaker. 

Senator Smith declared his abiding 
in cotton, over which the south- 
ern states have a practical monopoly,

ail times for the staple. 

He outlined the manner in which the 
federal reserve bank system, the Al- 
drich-Vreeland amendment and the ma- 
rine insurance bureau had helped to 
put cotton on its feet since the demoral- 
ization of the market at the outbreak 
of the European war. 

Help te Stabilize Market. 

Under the conditions which 
agencies have brought about, he de- 
clared, such things as the Candler 
warehouse and the Southeastern fair 


these 


will be of tremendous help toward sta- | 


bilizing the market. 

The establishment of these enormous 
warehouses, with proper financial ar- 
rangements, he said, will help to mar- 
ket the crop gradually, while the 
Southeastern fair, with its food crop 
and cattle exhibits, will be of great 
aid toward bringing about diversifica- 
tion of crops. 

He declared that Georgia has re- 
sources which are excelled by no other 
state, and that there is no reason why 
Georgia should not raise everything 
she needs to eat and still have some 
left to sell in markets out of the state. 
This, then, would leave the entire cot- 
ton crop ‘velvet.’ 

Senator Smith outlined the various 
Stages by which England has reached 
the act of declaring cotton contraband 
of war, and told of the fight he has 
made against this action of Great 
Britain. 

The order in council declaring cot- 
ton contraband, he said, is not the re- 
sult of a war policy on the part of 
the British government, but it is the 
product of a plan of English cotton 
merchants and nianufacturers looking 
toward a monopoly of the cotton crop. 

Sell Cotton to Holland. 

Senator Smith declared that while 
England has been seizing our cotton 
cargoes bound for Holland and paying 
for them at a cheap price, subjects of 
Great Britain have sold the same cot- 
ton into Holland at an enormous profit. 
He declared that in May Holland re- 
ceived from England more than nine- 
ceen times her ordinary demand for cot- 
ton. 

Senator Smith eutlined briefly the in- 
ternational law upon the status of cot- 
ton in time of war, as well as the in- 
ternational law upon blocKades. 

He stated that upon the convening of 
congress in December it is his inten- 
tion to reveal before the senate the 
plan of English cotton merchants and 
manufactures to manipulate the mar- 
ket. 

A vigorous protest to Great Britain, 
sustained by the sentiment of the peo- 
ple of the south, he said, will result in 
lifting the ban on cotton, and that 
without involving the United States in 
war. 


11 WHISKY DEALERS 
INDICTED FOR FRAUD 


New York, October 27.—Three of- 
ficers and eight salesmen of two whis- 
ky concerns were indicted here today 
on a charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud, About $500,000, the authorities 
assert, hes been obtained by the de- 
fendants since 1907, through the sale 
of cheap whisky on the representation 
that it was high-grade and by the ma- 
nipulation of liquor dealers’ notes. 

All of the officers, Adolph, Felix and 
Leonard Price, were released on bonds. 
The eight salesmen have not been ap- 
prehended. 

Salesmen represented, it is declared, 
that they were from companies with 
distilleries in Louisville and Cincinnati. 
Federal agents maintain the companies 
purchased their liquor from distillers 
and sold it for twice the amount they 
paid for it. In several cases, it is al- 
leged, notes given for liquor were dis- 
counted at New York banks and de- 
livery never made. Alleged victims are 
scattered throughout the United States.
